City Attorney Bill Roberts told councilmen that 
the city will follow all state requirements in the procedure 
and added that the first application will be administered as 
soon as practicable after all criminal investigation at the site 
has ceased.

providing $4.5 Billion more 
funds 
for 
the 
R ailroad 
Retirement Act. This is the 
first time any pension plan 
has been paid out of the 
General 
Revenues of the 
U.S. Treasury. 
What this means is that a 
portion of every taxpayer’s 
dollar will be going toward 
f i n a n c i n g 
r a i l r o a d 
r e t i r e m e n t 
p e n s i o n s . 
Congress does not do this for 
retired workers 
in 
other 
fields. 
Why 
should 
the 
railroad be any different 
than other occupations? 
There is no equity here. The 
question is a sk e d -if the 
Government can fund the 
railro ad retirem en t plan, 
why not fund other plans--for 
carpenters, printers, office 
workers, etc.? This new bill 
sent an unfair precendent, 
which could be a financial 
d isaster 
for 
the 
U.S. 
Treasury. Railroad pensions 
are among the highest IO 
percent of the pensions paid 
to retired people. 
The Railroad Retirement 
system came to Congress 
because it was financially 
bankrupt. This was caused 
by Congress raising the 
amount given to pensioners 
by 68 percent during the past 
five 
years. 
However, 
no 
additional income had been 
paid into the fund. 
Another reason for the 
Railroad Retirement fund’s 
deficiencies is that, unlike 
Social Security, which starts 
paying full benefits at age 65, 
the R ailroad R etirem ent 
system begins full payments 
at age 60. With a m an’s life 
expectancy now averaging 
76 years, retiring earlier 
means that the retirem ent 
fund must pay more years in 
benefits. If the man were to 
work those 5 extra years, not 
only would the fund be less 
drained, it would also be 
bolstered by the additional 


funds paid into it by the 
employee. 
One 
m ajor 
point 
to 
remember is that there are 
more people today who are 
draw ing 
this 
R ailroad 
pension 
than 
there are 
w orkers paying into the 
fund. Fugures show that for 
every one person working 
for the railroads, there are 
1.7 people drawing pensions. 
A healthy pension 
fund 
would have five people 
working 
for 
every 
one 
person draw ing benefits. 
R ailroad 
pensions 
have 
twice as many on the pension 
as there are present con­ 
tributors. 
In 
review ing 
total 
paym ents m ade by the 
employee over the past 40 
years, I found the total to be 
relatively small. Although a 
pension will be paid for 16 
years, 
the 
total 
a c ­ 
cumulation of reserves is 
less than three years. So, the 
Government pays the other 
13 years just for a special 
Railroad Retirement. 
Our government is in no 
position to take on the fun­ 
ding of pension plans that 
have been accelerated in 
benefits 
beyond 
their 
reserve commitments. I can 
only 
sum m arize 
my 
argument the way I began: 
How can you do this for 
railroad men when you have 


not done it for every other 
w orking citizen 
in 
this 
country? 
I 
realize 
the 
political 
pressures 
of 
responding 
to 
the 
railroaders 
in 
November, 
but we will all have to ex­ 
plain to the rest of America 
in future years why they 
should not receive an equal 
pension, paid for by the U.S. 
Government. 
Today, with Inflation the 


major issue in America, how 
can we justify this new 
burden 
to 
an 
already 
overspent T reasury? The 
President has said he wants 
Congress 
to 
balance 
the 
budget, not spend m ore 
money 
The 
general 
retirem ent program of our 


G overnm ent 
is 
Social 
Security, and I continue to 
maintain 
that 
we should 
work toward making this 


plan financially secure in­ 
stead of tackling other 
pension plans that we cannot 
hope to manage.

Permanents, Too 
Men Changing Color

NEW YORK 
(UPI) 
— 
Does he or doesn’t he? To 
paraphase a famous hair 
coloring 
advertisem ent 
geared to women, he does. 
The salons specializing in 
m en’s 
styling report 
a 
booming business in color 
change. 
T here’s 
also 
a 
rapid 
growth of permanents for 
men, especially for those 
with fine hair who “can’t do 
a thing with it” when they 
wash it. A permanent in 
today’s longer hair styles 
wifi give body and hold. 
I’ve yet to see a male in 
curlers under a hair dryer, 
but at least in getting a 
permanent they have to be 
w rapped and soaked in 
waving solution for the 
initial curl. 
Then, salon people say, 
after shampoos the men get 
the hair dried by infrared 
lamp or with one of those 
brush-blower gadgets also 
used 
on 
some 
women 
customers. 
Big cities have salons 
catering to men with all 
types of beauty care but in 
less urban areas, the home 
permanent comes onto the 
scene with the wife often 
giving her husband one. Or, 
she may do his color. 
Some industry sources 
estim ate the men’s m arket 
in color alone at more than 


$15 million a year for ’74, up 
sharply from the $4 million 
two years ago. Annual sales 
of 
wom en’s 
coloring 
products is $200 million. 
The 
sales 
people 
at 
L’Oreal, a leading maker of 
color products, figured that 
48 per cent of the U.S. male 
population starts color at 
around 38 years, or when the 
sideburns begin to gray. It 
drops off to 24 per cent in 
smaller towns where there 
aren’t as many specialty 
salons. 
Manufacturers and salon 
people give several reasons 
for the coloring and per­ 
manent boom. There is the 
national accent on youth, 
when older men can’t afford 
to look a “ distinguished 
g ra y ’’ in business com ­ 
petition with younger men. 
Jam es Anderson, vice 
president 
of 
sales 
for 
A m erican 
H a ird re sse r 
magazine, said affluence is a 
factor; everyone from the 
blue collar worker to the 
businessman can afford to 
spend m ore on his a p ­ 
pearance. 
And, said Anderson, “In 
these rugged days, what 
with politics, the economy 
and all, men just want to 
look better.” 
The trend has spawned 
several books on m en’s 
fashions and grooming. One 
is devoted strictly to hair— 
’’The Complete Book of 


Men’s Hairstyles and Hair 
Care” (Crown), written by 
M iriam 
Cordwell 
and 
Marion Rudoy, both long in 
the 
beauty 
(for 
women) 
field. 
“Today’s male has come 
into his own,” they write. “ ... 
he is colorful and the sole 
arbiter of his own lifestyle 
and looks.” 
One section is devoted 
strictly to the science of 
coloring, with a bit of caution 
for 
the 
do-ityourselfer. 
“ C orrections 
due 
to 
mistaken use or judgment 
are expensive, often more so 
than the original service in a 
salon.” 


The men are going in for 
light browns to cover the 
gray, 
the 
lighter 
shades 
helping to give a younger 
look, reported Gio, the chief 
hair stylist at Jerry’s Barber 
Shop, the salon in Bergdorf 
Goodman’s, New York. Its 
custom ers include m any 
celebrities and Gio recently 
flew to Europe to tend the 
locks of New York’s former 
mayor John V. Lindsay for 
his role in an Otto Prem inger 
movie. 
Color does make a dif­ 
ference, said Rita Isertell, a 
stylist at Jackie Rogers’ 
New York salon. 
She recalled one of her 
clients who came back into 
the shop after three months 
absence because of illness. 


New Department Urged 
Inflation ‘Cure’ Seen

NEW YORK (UPI) — The 
best long-term cure for in­ 
flation would be the creation 
of federal labor mediation 
departm ent headed by 
a 
cabinet officer, says Peter J. 
Manno. 
Manno is a former com­ 
missioner of the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation 
Service. He told United 
Press International the most 
important cause of inflation 
is the failure in American 
society 
to 
get 
labor, 
management 
and govern­ 
ment to work together to 
avoid it. 
Manno cited the Biblical 
parable of the workers in the 
vineyard, all of whom were 
paid equally, although some 
worked all day and some 
only an hour or two, as the 
kind of goodwill that is 
needed to achieve labor 
peace. Such labor calm, he 
said, is the biggest step 
needed to curb inflation. 
He 
said 
w age-price 
monitoring can’t do the job 
alone — “it’s like stuffing a 
turkey with hand grenades.” 
Com pulsory 
arb itratio n , 
right-to-work laws, invoking 
an ti-tru st 
laws 
against 
unions, government seizures 
of struck plants and fact­ 
finding boards with power to 
recommend settlements are 
equally useless, he said, 
because 
they 
are 
only 
disguised forms of com­ 


pulsory arbitration. 
The real need is for a 
p e rm a n e n t 
m e d ia tio n 
system that does not operate 
in an atmosphere of either 
fear or anger, Manno said. 
A 
federal 
m ediation 
service elevated to a major 
department headed by a 
cabinet 
officer, 
whose 
personnel 
would 
have 
security independence and 
civil service status, and a 
system of 
federal 
labor- 
management district courts 
could create such a tranquil 
atmosphere and an appratus 
to operate in it, he said. 
“When management of­ 
fers a wage raise of $8 a 
week and the union demands 
$38, the public is bewildered 
and begins to take a cynical 
view of both sides,” Manno 
said, everybody knows the 
fair bargaining area is much 
narrower but out of fear or 
anger, each side intakes an 
extreme stand. 
Manno said that under a
